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~ ROOSEVELT CALLS WALKER 
10 APPEAR BEFORE HIM 


HYDE PARK, N. T., Aug. 6.— 


Mev. Roosevelt announced today 


he had called a public hearing in 
the Walker case for Thursday, 
Aug. 11, in Albany. Telegrams 
were sent to Mayor’ James J. 
Walker, Samuel Seabury, William 
J. Schieffelin and James E. Fine- 
gan, requesting that they attend the 
hearing. 

Roosevelt’s announcement that 
Walker would have an opportunity 
to defend himself publicly was 
made after Finegan of Brooklyn 
had made public the telegram he 
had received from the Governor, 
Finegan sent his rebuttal to the 
Governor two days ago. His group 
was one of two that asked for the 
removal of Mayor Walker. 

Walker’s removal was demanded 
after the Hofstadter Legislative 
Committee had investigated the 
Mayor’s administration. Seabury, 
as counsel for the committee, did 
not prefer charges against the 
Mayor, but drew conclusions from 
the evidence, which, he said, justi- 
fied the removal of Walker. The 
Mayor, Seabury held, had illegally 
used his office for private gain, 
and had failed to explain huge 
bank accounts alleged to have been 
held pjointly by Walker and Rus- 
sell Sherwood, missing accountant. 

In his telegram to Walker the 
Governor said: “I request that you 
appear before me at the executive 
chamber in Albany on Thursday, 
Aug. 11, 1932, at 1:30 p. m., day- 
light saving time, in order that you 
may be heard in respect to the 
charges filed with me by Hon. 
Samuel Seabury, William J. Schief- 
felin and James E. Finegan and 
others and your answer thereto.” 

The Governor added: “I shall ex- 
pect that in accordance with my 
telegram to you yesterday your re- 
joinder to Judge Seabury’s reply 
will be in my hands next Monday.” 

After notifying Judge Seabury 
that Walker had been called be- 
fore him, the Governor said: “You 
will be given an opportunity to be 
heard in respect to your charges 
and the answer ‘thereto at the 
time and place therein set forth.”

Dr. and Mrs. Bert Beebe were 
robbed of $150 in cash and jewelry 
they valued at $6780 by¥’two armed 
men who invaded their second 
floor apartment at 501 Purdue 
avenue, University City, about 11 
o'clock this morning. 

The robbers were waiting for 


Dr. Beebe in the basement garage 
when he went there to get his auto- 
mobile. They had overpowered the 
janitor, and he was lying on the 
floor, bound with ropes. 

In the basement the robbers 
took $50 and a $750 diamond ring 
from Dr. Beebe and then ordered 
him, and the janitor back to the 
apartment. As they entered, Dr. 
Beebe, fearing to alarm his wife, 
who has a weak heart, called to 
her: Get ready, this is a holdup.” 

Forced to Give Up Jewelry. 

One of the robbers walked direct- 
ly to Mrs. Beebe, who had been sit- 
ting in a chair in the living room, 
and, placing his revolver against 
her side, demanded: ‘“Where are 
the rings?“ 

Too startled to reply, Mrs. Beebe 
remained silent, and the robber 
began to count. At the count of 


“three,” he told her, he would 
shoot. 
At two,“ Mrs. Beebe called her 


Negro maid and instructed her to 
get the jewelry from the dressing 
table. The maid obtained the jewel 
box, and then the robbers ran- 
sacked the dressing table, taking 
$100 in cash from a purse. 

While this was going on the 
telephone rang repeatedly, but the 
robbers refused to let anyone 1 


swer it. “You are too nervous,” 
they explained. Tou'd give us 
away.” 


Jeweiry Insured. 

The jewel box, Mrs. Beebe told 
police, contained a $300 wedding 
ring, a $2000 solitaire diamond 
ring, a $2300 diamond braclet, 
$850 diamond dinner ring. a $500 
diamond necklace and an 3380 
wrist watch. All were insured. 

The robbers were in the build- 
ing more than an hour and as they 
prepared to leave they ordered Dr. 
Beebe, his wife, the Negro maid 
and the janitor into a closet. 

Dr. Beebe pleaded with the rob- 
bers not to lock his wife in the 
closet out of regard for her health. 
Finally the maid and janitor were 
put in the closet and Dr. Beebe and 
his wife were tied to their bed 
with hosiery. The robbers re- 
turned to the basement and drove 
away in Mrs. Beebe’s automobile. 

Mrs. Beebe freed herself soon 
after they had gone and just as Dr. 
Norman Rathert, a dentist with 
offices in the Arcade Building, ar- 
rived at the apartment. Dr. Beebe 
had an appointment with him, and 
Rathert had called to learn 
the cause of the delay. He noti- 
fied police. 

Last October Dr. Beebe was 
robbed of $40 and $920 in jewelry 
in his medical offices at 3214 South 
Grand boulevard. William O. Sel- 
by was sentenced last February to 
20 years in the penitentiary for 
that and another robbery.

Found on County Road 
After Demonstration’ of 
Machine to Two Men. 


VEHICLE TWICE 
SEEN ON HIGHWAY 


Observed on Free Bridge by 
Motor Firm Workers Un- 
aware of Killing of Fellow

Two dark-haired young men in 
a flashy green Hupmobile cabrio- 
let are being sought in Illinois to- 
day for the murder yesterday of 
Eldridge N. King, salesman for the 
Weber Implement and Auto Co., 
1829 Locust street, and the subse- 
quent theft of the automobile. 

King, who was ‘35 years old, 
was found shot to death ona lone- 
ly wagon road across a deserted 
farm half a mile west of Tesson 
Ferry road and half a mile south 
of Kennerly road in Carondelet 
Township, at 4:15 o'clock yester- 


day afternoon. He had been shot 
once in the back and had been 
dead five of six hours. 

When found, King was lying in a 
rut of the wagon road, his straw 
hat jammed ‘tightly on his head. 
His white linen coat was near by. 
In a trousers pocket police found 
only 14 cents. His watch and wal- 
let were\missing. 

King was last seen alive at 9 
o'clock yesterday morning when he 
left the Weber company office with 
the two young men who had asked 
for a demonstration of the car. As 
he was preparing to leave he com- 
mented on the rough appearance 
of his prospective customers, re- 
marking, jokingly, to another em- 
ploye of the auto company, “It 
looks as if I’m being taken for a 
ride.“ 


Auto Seen in Llinois. 

The search is being concentrat- 
ed in Illinois because the cabriolet 
was seen crossing the Municipal 
Bridge to East St. Louis between 
1:30 and 2 p. m., and was seen 
shortly before 3 near Hartford, III., 
on a road to Chicago, State. High- 
way No. 3. 

On the bridge the machine was 
seen by a mechanic and a Negro 
porter, both employed by the 
Weber company, who were re- 
turning from a service call in East 
St. Louis. Neither knew anything 
had happened to King so they 
merely wondered, as the car went 
east past them, whether some new 
salesman was driving it as they 
didn’t recognize the driver or the 
second oceupant.

Two Men at Office Before.

Bonus Army Contingent 
Sent West on Train 
Well Stocked With Food 
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“St. Louis Has Treated Us Better Than Any 
Place,” Say Veterans as They 
March to Cars. 
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Doggedly determined to get 
home about 530 members of the 
bonus army left St. Louis at 4:35 
o’clock yesterday afternoon as they 
had arrived three hours earlier — 
aboard a special train. 

So weary that they marched in 
a daze, the veterans, most of them 
from the far West, descended at 
Union Station from a Baltimore & 
Ohio special which had brought 
them from the temporary bonus 
camp at Johnstown, Pa., and grim- 
ly awaited further transportation. 
The Baltimore & Ohio had 
reached the end of its line so the 
Missouri Pacific took up the bur- 
den after a series of hurried con- 
ferences between its passenger 
executives and Chief of Police 
Gerk. 

The road offered a low rate of 
fare to transport the veterans to 
Kansas City. Chief Gerk guaran; 
teed payment after receiving as- 
surances of financial support from 
Comptroller Nolte anu the Cham- 
ber of Commefce. 

When the Missouri Pacific spe- 
cial pulled into the 
men, who had assembled in mili- 
tary formation on Twentieth street, 
west of the station, marched aboard 
in 14 minutes. 

The whistle blew and the train 
pulled out on its 7%-hour run. Po- 
lice officials, who headed a detail 
of 50 men, were glad that the al- 
ready heavy relief activities here 
were not to carry the additional 
burden ‘of hundreds of veterans 
from other states. 

12 Women, 7 Children. ‘ 
The departing contingent includ- 
ed 12 women and seven children, 
one of whom was suffering from 
tonsilitis. Some women wore pa- 
jamas, others male attire, all were 
weary, several bore the marks of 
tragedy. 

Nineteen St. Louisans, their jour- 
ney ended, went to their homes. 
The fifst St. Louis contingent of 24 
men and a white dog, Veto.“ ar- 
rived at 5:30 a. m. yesterday. 
When the afternoon contingent 
arrived, known as the California 
brigade,” Victor Miller, a St. Louis 
veteran and organizer of one of the 
marches to Washington, who met 
the train, formed them into column 
of twos and directed their march to 
Twentieth street. The veterans 
passed only through the train shed 
proper, moving between lines of- 
police, as hundreds of spectators 
peered through the bars separating 
‘the train shed from the waiting 
rooms. 

Once out of the station, the men 
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relaxed and sat down on the curb- 
ing. They drank 20 gallons 
milk, donated by a dairy, and ate 
some bread furnished by a bakery. 
An old-time fiddler with the Cali- 
fornia outfit played gospel tunes 


of the long ago. Many of the 
men began to sing. 
The Negroes of the brigade— 


about 50 of them—were at one end 
of the line. They were surrounded 
speedily by St. Louis Negroes, ex- 
changing banter with them. The 
Negro veterans told of their ex- 
periences in Washington before the 
troops drove them from the city.

We realize objections have been made to permanent 
registration. on various grounds, but the experience 
of other States has disposed of them all, and a model 
law has been prepared out of this experience. It pro- 
vides that voters may register at any time in the 
year and, once on the books, remain there for life, 
notations’ of change of address, of course, being duly 
made. Individual cards are suggested for each voter, 
bearing a specimen of handwriting to guarantee 
against frauds. Provision for purging the rolls of 
those who die is made by reports from the official 
in charge of vital statistics. Voters who fail to vote 
during the year must apply for reinstatement, thus 
suffering a mild penalty for their negligence. The 
proposed New York law requires re-registration after 
two successive failures to vote. 

There are three main arguments for permanent 
registration: (1) economy; (2) convenience to vot- 
ers; (3) prevention of fraud. There can be only one 
argument against it, and that is a politician’s argu- 
ment, namely, that it would destroy the patronage 
that now accrues from the hiring of registration of- 
ficials and the renting of premises. In other words, 
it is no argument at all in which the public has any 
interest. 

The city of Joplin has a permanent registration 
system and Gov. Caulfield has advocated it for all 
Missouri cities requiring registration. We urge Miss 
Bobb and the other members of the St. Louis Elec- 
tion Board to support such a measure for St. Louis. 
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DEMOCRATIC LEADERSHIP IN ST. LOUIS. 
Democratic leadership in St. Louis can be greatly 
improved if the Democratic City Committee will rid 
itself of its reactionary leadership and place progres- 
sive members at the helm.

Japan, a Modern Feudalism 


Japan has absorbed many Western ideas, but still is true to Shintoism, with its ances- 
tral cult and virtual worship of Emperor; majority of people are hungry, writer 
says, while a few families control country's wealth; unrest persists, ranging from 
reactionaries’ fight against modernism to preaching of Communism by radicals.

faces the most difficult task, for it is 

called upon to reconcile modern life and 
industrial progress with Japanese ancient 
philosophy, deeply rooted in the remote past 
and based on the supremacy of nation and 
family. More and more, Western spirit pen- 
etrates into the heart of Japan, but at the 
same time the people are still imbued with 
the spirit of Shintoism, whose foundation 
is ancestral cult, and which conceives the 
nation as one gigantic family and the Em- 
peror as the direct descendant of the sun 
goddess. Shintoism and industrialism are 
two fundamentally opposed philosophies, yet 
both are indispensable to the Japanese. 

The suddenness with which Japan turned 
from a hermetically closed, isolated and tra- 
ditionally conservative feudal country into a 
modern constitutional state is still a subject 
of marvel to the outside world. This trans- 
formation was.accomplished practically in 
15 years. 

The thirst of knowledge of the Japanese 
people is remarkable. However humble his 
condition, the Japanese uses every spare 
moment for reading newspapers. Thereare 
1200 newspapers, many of which circulate 
in millions of copies, and 2800 weeklies, 
Japan is the only country where the trans- 
lation of Marx’s “Capital” has been sold in 
hundreds of thousands of copies. Russian 
literature is preferred in Japan. 

The violence with which certain groups 
of fanatical nationalists fight modernism, 
even resorting to political assassinations, 
does not prevent the growth of modernism 
and expansion of education. 

Parallel, however, with this spiritual 
progress, the economic problems become 
even more numerous and difficult, especial- 
ly that of over-population. Every minute 
of the day four children are born in the 
Empire of the Rising Sun, but the majority 
of the 85,000,000 Japanese are hungry. 
Their standard of life is of the lowest and 
the cost of living higher even than in En- 
gland. There are a thousand inhabitants to 
every square mile, while only 15 per cent 
of the land is arable. Therefore villages 
are dying out.

white slave traffic still flourishes in the 
heart of the country where parents, driven 
by misery, sell their daughters to tea-houses 
for a few hundred dollars. At the same. 
time, the major part of the nation’s wealth 
is concentrated in the hands of a few fami.

Okuros, etc.—who rule the economic, and 
indirectly also the political, life of the coun- 
try.

The highest religious principle is loyalty to 
the Emperor, who is still surrounded by a 
divine halo, and whom his subjects may not 
view from an elevated spot. Therefore, 
when the Emperor passes through a town 
or village, all houses are empty and the 
shutters down. Likewise any ovation is for- 
bidden during his passage, when absolute 
silence must reign.

No attempt should be made to compare 
Western constitutional monarchies with Jap- 
anese monarchy. An institution which is 
some 2000 years old is naturally tied to the 
people not only with political, but with or- 
ganic bonds. ‘he Emperor is not only the 
constitutional head of the state edifice, but 
in the first place the ruler by the grace of 
God. By virtue of the commandments cf 
Shinte, which is part of the flesh and spirit 
of all the classes of the population, the Em- 
peror is also the high priest who presides 
at all important religious functions, the rep- 
resentative on earth of the Supreme Being 
of the Japanese Cosmos, and he is in con- 
stant communication with the gods. Al- 
though ruler of a parliamentary country,

Griffin and Mattern in New York;

Again This Year.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Capt. Ben- 
nett Griffin and Lieut. James J. 
Mattern, who left here July 6 in 
an attempt to break the Post and 
Gatty record for a flight around 
the world, arrived- here yesterday 
on the Leviathan.

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BOMBINGS DESPITE 
THREAT OF DECREE 


Head of " Socialist Labor 
Party Thrown Out of Bed 
-When Explosive Is Hurled

BERLIN, Aug. 6.—Dynamite 


bombs and hand grenades were 
exploded today in various parts of 
Germany in continuation of the 
political violence of the last six 
weeks. 

At Breslau Ernst Eckstein, head 
of the Socialist Labor party, was 
shaken out of his bed when a bomb 
was thrown from a speeding auto- 


mobile through his bedroom win- 
dow. The room was wrecked but 
he was not hurt. He told police 
he suspected the National Socialists. 

A dynamite explosion broke 300 
windows and caused extensive oth- 
er damage at Brunswick. The 
charge was planted in a narrow 
street inhabited by working men. 
There were numerous injuries from 
flying glass, but nobody was se- 
riously hurt. 

At Schwerin a building occupied 
by the Socialist newspaper was 
damaged by vandals, presumably 
political opponents. All the win- 
dows and glass doors were broken. 

A department store in Karstadt 
was damaged by a bomb. 

A hand grenade was thrown into 
the bedroom of the chairman of 
the Catholic Church Council in 
Schunn. It started a fire which 
was put out quickly, but the chair- 
man was not hurt. He said he had 
been threatened by National So- 
cialists. 

A bomb was thrown at Muelheim 
into a window of the labor office, 
damaging the City Hall and break- 
ing glass in nearby buildings. 

A bomb demolished a restaurant 
at Ortelsburg, but no one was hurt. 
In the same town a bomb planted 
in front of the tax office failed to 
explode. 

Six shots were fired at the home 
of a National Socialist leader in 
Anklam. The bullets struck the 
adjacent apartment of a Socialist, 
who father and mother and son 
were wounded. 

At Altona 60 Nazi storm troopers 
were arrested when police heard 
shooting. They said they had been 
hired as strikebreakers by an in- 
dustrial firm. 

All these incidehts occurred de- 
spite the Government’s threat of 
strong megsures in the form of a 
decree to put an end to such 
disturbances. 

Developments today indicated the 
Von Papen government was engag- 
ing in active negotiations with the 
National Socialists to arrange for 
the participation of Adolf tler’s 
party in the Government.
